Butter Is Lowers but Reaction 
May Soon Set In. 


Steady Tone In Cheese--Eggs Attracting 
Special Attention—Good Supply of Po- 
tatoes—Live Stock and Wool Marketa, 


Boston, April 9.—Still lower prices have 
to be made on butter this week. There is 
an unsettled and uncertain feeling, und 
while receivers are anxious to clean up 
buyers are disposed to hold off for farther 
developments. 

Although receipts last week were not 
as large as the previous week, there was 
more than enough for the demand and 
some has been carried over. This, with 
later liberal receipts, had a depressing ef- 
fect, and buyers are likely to have the ad- 
vantage during the remainder of the week. 

Many dealers think that the break has 
come too suddenly, and that it would be 
better that prices should decline gradually 
until the new season is fairly opened. 

As the old stock is virtually out of tha 
way, there ought to be a demand fora 
good deal of new butter, and when the 
market settles we look for a larger trade. 
Unless the supplies are very large a reac- 
tion may set in and bring prices up again. 
They are now about 3 cents lower than a 
year ago. 

Receipts last week aggregated 701.024 
pounds, and for the week previous 772,719 
pounds, which showed a falling off of 
70,7% pounds. For the corresponding week 
last year the receipts were 611,520 pounds. 
The indications are that the make will 
steadily increase from thia time forward, 
~~ that it will be much larger than Inst 


“Toere is not likely to be much demand 
forexport this month, and the product 
must be consumed at home. This is one 
great reason why prices should -be kept 
low. The cold storage stock was reduced 
nearly 20U0 tubs and now stands at 6532 
tubs, against 15,402 tubs at the same time 
last year, 

Cheese and Eggs. 

A steady tone is maintained on strictly 
choice fail stock. Holders of fine fall 
cheese are still strong in. their views, be- 
cause their stock cannot be replaced, but 
those who are holding early made are 
ready vo accept any reasonable offer rather 
than carry it along until the early skins 
come into market. The export trade con- 
tinues light. 

The egg market is attracting special at- 
tention. Buyers have commenced opera- 
tions for cold storage, and five or six car- 
loads have already been put into the 
Quincy Market company’s warehouse. 

It now looks as if the price of first-class 
storage eggs would not go under 12 cents, 
but our dealers are still hoping for a lower 
price, and they may get it later, when the 
western folks secure all they want. This 
will be a busy month in the egg trade. 

Other Produce, 


The bean market shows no improve- 
ment. Choice marrow pes are sluw at 
$1.15, and choice mediums at $1.15 to $1.18 
a bushel, in large lots. 

The potato market is kept well supplied 
and there is no prospevt of any advance 
for some time. Sales at 25 to 80 cents a 
bushel. 

New maple sugar is arriving more 
freely, and with a light trade, prices are 
tending downward. For best cakes 12 to 
18 cents isa top price, and in tins 8 to 10 
cents. 

The grass seed trade is up to fair pro- 
portions, but warmer weatner is needed 
to give an impetus to the country distri- 
bution.

City Built by Insects. 


peculiar little cities known to the com- 
mon people as ‘‘an ant hill,’’ but to the 
student of nature as ‘‘the city of the 
ants?’ Their little underground cities 
are equally as wonderful as ‘‘subter- 
ranean London,” about which all have 
read 80 much, especially to the one who 
loves to study naturo’s kinks and find 
“tongues in trees, books in running 
brooks, sermons in stones and good in 
everything.’ Such cities are as well 
built, comparatively speaking, as ure 
the cities built by man, and are ar- 
ranged with an eye to neatness, con- 
venience, durability, etc. The homos 
which lie on either side of the main 
streets (tunnels) of these ant cities are 
constructed very artfully. Short corri- 
dors lead from the main tunnel and ter- 
minate in the rooms, which are quite 
extensive, when the size of the inhabit- 
ants is taken into consideration. These 
rooms have vaulted roofs, which are 
supported ‘here and there, but always in 
regular order, with strong pillars formed 
of a mixture of earth and slime, which 
is secreted by the ant workmen. Each 
room usually has two openings for in- 
gress or egress, one connecting with a 
*‘street’’? and another with one of the 
numerous side galleries which ramify 
the ant city in all directions, 

The population of these cities differs 
in numbers according to the species or 
prosperity of the'colony, but 1s always 
composed of three distinct classes, the 
males, the females and the neuters. 
These neuters are the sexless workers 
and occupy the same position in the ant 
city that the neuter or worker does in 
the bee family. —St. Louis Republic.

Mr. Gladstone is, of course, like But- 
ler, in his relation to philosophy, a the- 
ologian first of all. Indeed it would not 
betdifficult to maintain that he is more 
of ascholastic than Butler. A curious 
coincidence with the exact position taken 
up by those who are now trying to re- 
vive the doctrine of Aquinas may be 
found in a uote on: Butler’s remark that 
**it is as easy to conceive that we may 
exist out of bodies asin them.’ ‘‘This,’’ 
Mr. Gladstone says, ‘‘appears a hazard- 
ous assertion,’’ and after an allusion to 
the spirits in Dante, who, though they 
cast no shcdow are ‘‘absolutely visible 
in shapes,’’ he goes on tosay: ‘‘Com- 
pare the case of the anxiety of demons 
in the N. T. to be in bodies,’”’ This is 
precisely the position taken up by Neo- 
scholastics against what they regard as 
the error of Platonism. 

Separation from the body, instead of 
being simpiy a release of the soul from 
its bondage to matter,.is an imperfect 
kind of existence, inadequate to the 
needs of the soul till itis able to re- 
sume a body. To the freer speculations 
of even the more orthodox among mod- 
ern theological philosophers—if ‘at least 
a Calvinist, from Mr. Gladstone’s An- 
glican point of view, can be orthodox— 
he is not toosympathetic. A speculation 
of Jonathan Edwards, for example, 
about the origin of moral evil, is thus 
dismissed, ‘‘The whole speculation is 
on forbidden ground, useless as to re- 
sults, and we see a pious man on the 
borders at the least of sheer impiety.’’ 
The reference to ‘‘forbidden ground’’ is 
of course one form of the limitation im- 
posed by scholastic theologians upon all 
philosophy.—Athenzeum. 


“Shadowgram” and “Telegram.” 

A correspondent writes to protest 
against the ‘‘barbarous’’ word ‘‘shadow- 
gram,’’ which he fearais getting intc 
the language as the term to describe 
Professor Roentgen’s new process of 
photography. The only defensible word, 
he assures us, is sciagrapheme, assum- 


| ing that the term ‘wanted is one to de- 


scribe the representation of a shadow or 
outline. If there were a corresponding 
Greek word, it would be skiagrapheo 
for the verb form and skiagraphema for 
the noun form; hence, of course, ‘‘scia- 
grapheme.”’ 

We prefer not to kindle warfare 
among the scholars by expressing a very 
positive opinion upon this point. But 
our correspondent’s objection recalls a 
similar battle long ago over the word 
telegram. In this case the barbarians 
won a notable victory over the combined 
forces of Cambridge scholarship, which 
asserted that thetword ‘‘telegram’”’ im- 
-plied-a ‘blunder for which any:schonlboy 
would be chastised. The verb, they as- 
serted, must be telegraphes: and’ the 
noun telegraphema ; hence telegrapheme 
and not telegram. The public, however, 
absolutely revolted against telegraph- 
eme and insisted on telegram, though 
to the end of his days the famous Cam- 
bridge scholar Shilleto always talked 
about ‘‘sendinga telegrapheme,’’ never 
a telegram. In the case of ‘‘photo- 
graph’’ a curiously British compromise 
was arranged between the two forms. 
The word is quite correct so far as it 
goes. — Westminster Gazette. 


Lying Out a Siege. 

There died in Paris afew years agc 
an eccentric individual, one Count Na- 
poleon Bertrand, a son of the companion 
of the great Napoleon at St. Helena. 
His eccentricity at times drove him tc 
such extremities that he was often the 
subject of ridicule. 

One of his most curious actions was a 
practice which he annually observed of 
hiring aroom in a hotel and going to 
bed for three months, having previously 
given instructions for food to be brought 
him once a day, and that not a word 
was to be spoken by his servant. Dur- 
ing the siege of Paris he was lodging at 
his hotel. 

One day the bread served him was of 
such a bad quality that he grew quite 
angry, and forced his servant to tell him 
the reason, which of course was that 
the city was besieged by the German 
army. The count was momentarily 
stupefied. He got up, and for some time 


himself: ‘‘Paris besieged—besieged? 
What ought a Bertrand tu do?” 

After having reflected for some mo- 
ments he answered the query. ‘Why, 
he ought to go to bed, and will go to 
bed,’ he added, and.ao he did, and slept 
out the slege.

FARMING IN CHINA. 


Lessons In Irrigation May Be Learned 
From the Celestial. 

A Mongolian farmer has a small field 
of five or ten acres. Upon this he must 
support himself, his wives and children 
and put something by fora rainy day. 
His estate is a sandy plain v slupes 
from one end to the other. Ne step 
is to divide it into connterparis by ra‘s- 
ing low walls or partitions of clay. They 
are usually 144 feet thick and 2 feet 
high. Where it is difficult to get clay 
he constructs the wall of the stones he 
finds in the soi] or of broken bricks and 
tiles and stops up the crevices witb clay 


ing sand is used in this manner. So fur 
do they go that I haveseen them gather- 
ing the noze, bared by the low tide, to 
build the walls with. In each little com- 
partment he builds a ditch in front of 
the lower wall, and at the corner of, the 
compartment he lowers the wall some- 
what for the water to flow from one 
‘compartment into ‘the’ next adjoining. 
When it rains, the com . fill, 
and the entire field looks like a lot of 
panes of glass; the water soaks slowly 
into the soil and keeps the ground moist 
enough for agricultural and horticul- 
tural purposes for several months. 
Where the rainfall ia but slight he digs 
a well at a point selected by an astrolo- 
ger. This individual is a bankrupt or 
dissipated echolar or priest, who has 
lost caste by reason of his infirmities and 
makes a living more or less precarious 
by astrology, fortune telling, selecting 
graves, finding subterranean water ard 
similar superstitional occupations, He 
bears a striking resemblance to the sooth- 
sayers and witches of our own history. 
Like them, he employsa divining rod 
and some arrangement in crystal which 
is supposed to become cloudy when wa- 
ter is near. His charge for indicating 
the place where a well will be success- 
ful varies from 10 cents to 50 cents, and 
if his client secures an) extra large sup- 
ply he demands and receives a bonus of 
the same amount. These contrivances 
nine times out of ten do their business 
well. Some go to great depths. It was 
from these deep pits that France and 
ourselves first derived the idea of the ar- 
tesian well. 

Water once reached, the farm labor 
starts to kee> on forever. Some one of 
the family is always at the well, rais- 
ing the precious fluid to the surface. It 
runs by a little canal to the top com- 
partment and thence trickles through 
the entire field. When men and women 
work at it, they use a large measure, 
which brings up abonat five gallons ev- 
ery time. When little childron do the 
labor, a smaller measure, one that sel- 
dom exceeds a gallon, is used instead. 
Oxen are sometimes employed, but. en- 
gines, windmills and other labor saving 
contrivances are never seen. The most 
patient animal in the world, the human 
being, does nearly all the work. In 
Tong-an I once ran across a queer ma- 
chine for sending water over the ter- 
races from these wells. This was a large 
wooden X, which was whirled around 
by a combination of wire and string, 
something after the fashion of a Chinese 


long by being tied to the great toes of 
several Chinese women, who sat upon 
the grass knitting and nursing their 
babies at the same tigre. 

Chinese are large employers of stor- 


cording to the rules of engineering, but 
of brute necessity. They are usually 
hollows which are walled up with earth 
excavated from their bottom, or else 
marshes or the dry beds of marshes 
which are similarly enlarged and co - 
fined, and in some cases smal] valieya 
in which a retaining wall bas ben 
thrown up across ita mouth. The im- 
perial Jaw favors to the utmost the 
use of water for irrigation by the farm- 
er and discountenances any interference 
by middlemen or private capital. The 
streams, no matter whether navigable, 
the ponds and lakes are all government 

At 
the furthest, the private individual can 
only lease the land beneath the water,

DISCUSSION ON SUBSOILING. 


Opinions Expressed by Members of the 
Western New York Horticultural Society. 

At the Rochester meeting of New 
York horticulturists occurred a discus- 
sion on subsoiling, which Country Gen- 

reports as follows: 

W..T. Smith would subsoil deep clay 
loams. It resulted in deepening the soil 
and equalizing moisture. He had at- 
tached a plow in the rear, running in 
the furrow, and succeeded in breaking 
up the subsoil to a depth of four inches. 
It is better to have a separate team of 
two or four horses, and do it thoroughly. 
In plowing nursery trees he would sub- 
soil and plow twice in a season, to keep 
the subsoil loose. 

Mr. Seelye—Subsoiled land holds 


“water better in undrained soils, and is 


beneficial, affording a larger reservoir 
for rain. 

S. D. Willard—Subsoiling is almost 
invaluable in heavy clay soils by con- 
serving moisture. It lets air into the 
subsoil, and gets rid of some of the sur- 
plus moisture in heavy rains. 

W. T. Smith—In heavy clays that 
are underdrained both plow and sub- 
soiler should be run across the direction 
of the drains. This leads the water to 
the drains. I have known water to stand 
within six feet of a drain for two days 
because it could not readily penetrate 
the impermeable soil, The filling of 
drains with sand or stones toa height 
that would reach the subsoil would still 
farther help away excessive storm water. 

Mr. Morill said that in the excessive- 
ly wet season of 1892 the eubsoiled land 
held too much water, and subsoiling 
proved a damage. Such seasons, how- 
ever, did not occur very often. Thor- 
ough cultivation should go with sub- 
soiling to get the full profit from it. 

Mr. Conkling—A thoroughly sub- 
soiled vineyard yielded a much heavier 
ee season than one not sub- 


ys or ee LP. Roberts—It is only 
profitable in connection with intensive 
culture and high priced crops. With 
wheat at 60 cents and vats and corn at 
25 cents, it will not pay to double the 
cost, of plowing. I would underdrain re- 
tentive soils first. The use of clover 
will open the subsoil to air and water. 
The roots penetrate deeply, and in rot- 
ting leave numerous channels for aera- 
tion and seepage. Formerly the decay- 
ing roots of forest trees and stumps per- 
formed this office. 

Mr. Rouse differed with the able gen- 
tlemen upon the value of subsoiling. It 
Was a damage. Its benefits were only 
brief, ending with the first heavy rain. 
Whatever natural air passages had been 
made by worms burrowing, insects or 
decaying roots were destroyed by sub- 
soiling. The disturbed soilran together, 
and the last condition was much worse 
than the first. 

Disposition of the Cornstalks. 

Whether stalks are to be cut and plow- 
ed under or raked and burned is a 
question every farmer must decide for 
himeelf. If the land is ‘‘heavy’’ and 
compact, and the corn crop was free 
from insect pests, it will be wise to turn 
under the stalks,.as the mechanical gon- 
dition of the soil will be improved. But 
on the other hand, if the soil is already 
light and mellow, and if chinch bugs 
were abundant the previous summer, by 
ali means rake and burn the stalks. 


A Homemade Land Grader. 

Every small farmer cannot afford the 
expense of buying a land grader. Labor- 
ing under this inconvenience Gordcn 
Grimes of Pagosa Springs, Colo., built 
one which is simple and easily made, 
and has the desired effect—that is, it 
levels the land by scraping the dirt off 
the high places and deposits it in the 
low places automatically. It will level 
upa back furrow as completely as though 
it had never existed. To make this ma-

cline take two pieces, 2 by 4 and 20 feet 
long, place them 7 feet apart like sled 
runners with the front ends sloping up- 
ward. Then take a 2 by.6, 7 feet long, 
and nail it crosswise between the front 
end of the runners setting edgewise up 
and down, allowing the lower edge to 
project half an inch below the runners. 
Then take a plank 2 by 12 and fit it in 
the same marner as the front one, only 
putting it back about 8 feet from tho 
front scraper. Nail some pieces across on 
the top of the runners for braces and it 
is ready for use, as shown in the accom- 
panying outline. Three horses are neces- 
sary if the driver rides on the sled, 
which is recommended as the best way. 
~Denver Field and Farm.

PROTECTION AGAINST FROST. 


Various Plans For Warding Off Frosts In 
Use In Different Localities. 

This isa vital matter to fruit growers 

whose season’s labor and investment 

may be wiped out by a single destruc- 


tive frost. The more valuable the crop 
and the greater the risk of frost the 
more effort and expense may be safely 
put into means. of protecting against 
frosts. A famous California orange 
grove is equipped with a system of iron 
pipes through which water is conducted 
tonozzles at frequent intervals, the idea 
being that the spray will ward off light 
frosts. Barrels of tar and rubbish in dif- 
ferent parts of the are available 
for making a smudge of smoke, which 


iz the most practicable means yet de-'|' 


vised. In the case of a freeze, such as 
visited California two years ago and 
Florida last winter, or a real hard froet 
in other sections, neither of these meth- 
ods is of much avail. 

Smoke is good against all light frosts, 
and is easily obtained. Strawy manure, 
leaves, rubbish, etc., should be piled in 
the lowest places and about the sides 
and covered with hay caps or ducking 
(previously painted with two coats of 
linseed oil, and dried), so as to be al- 
ways dry. Have a barrel of kerosene oil 
handy, some cans and torches, When 
frost threatens, set a night watch to in- 
spect thermometers placed on stakes in 
various parts of the field, especially in 
the most exposed places. If the mercury 
drops to 85 degrees by 1 or 2 a. m., it is 
likely to mean a frost of more or less 
severity before sunrise. Then call up the 
folks, light the torches, and let each 
person take torch and oil can (previous- 
ly filled) and set fire to the row of rub- 
bish heaps previously assigned him. If 
the wind blows the smoke away from 
the field, carry some. rubbish. over to 
that side.so the smoke will be blown on 
to instead of off from the field. If the 
frost. does not come, no expense worth 
mentioning has been incurred, as the 
piles can be scattered and plowed under 
for manure, or burned, the ashes making 
excellent fertilizer. No prudent person 
thinks of leaving his buildings uninsured 
against fire. Certainly it is just as im- 
portant to insure against frosts so far as 
it can be done by such simple means as 
smoke coverings, or water. Mr. E. P. 
Powell, a successful and brainy horticul- 
turist in western New York, writes to 
American Agriculturist, from which the 
foregoing is gleaned : 

‘‘The very best preventive against 
frost is not fires, but thorough spraying 
with water during the evening and 
night. When this can be done, we can 
overcome the danger from a fal] of 2 or 
8 degrees. This will often save our 
wholecrop. Last spring I lost my grapes 
by a margin of not more than 2 de- 
grees, but on a preceding night antici- 
pated the frost by deluging the trellises 
with water. Of course bonfires may also 
be used. I anticipate we shall be com- 
pelled to adopt irrigation in ail the east- 
ern etates.’’ 


The New 8t. John’s Wort. 

The new St. Jobn’s wort (Hypericum 
moserianum) seems to be one of the 
most valuable, hardy, herbaceous shrubs 
that have been introduced in a long 
time. Rural New Yorker furnishes this 
description : 

The leaves are opposite and quite re- 
semble those of Hall’s honeysuckle—the 
stems being slender and muck branched. 
It is a very pretty, graceful little bush. 
The color of the flowers is a brilliant,

The Crimson Rambler. 

The crimson rambler, that hardy Jap- 
anese climbing rose that obtained de- 
served attention last season, is of rapid, 
vigcrous growth. The plants attain a 
height of 12 to 15 feet. The flowers are 
produced in trusses, pyramidal in shape, 
and are of a glowing crimson hue. 
There is great profusion of bloom. The 
crimson rambler is essentially a garden 
rose, but makes a fine specimen in a pot. 

Fruit Notes, 

In some sections currants are grown 
asa secondary crop in well cultivated 
young orchards or vineyards.

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Fatal Accident. 


Mr. and Mrs: Frank Krieling were re-
